A Stab In The Back 


It was Stalin who turned the scale, 
broke the Polish defence, and saved the 
Nazis from having to fight indefinitely 


on their eastern flank. His armies poured 
across the border at daybreak on Sunday, 
without warning. Taken in the rear, the 
Poles were in a hopeless plight. They 
couldn't fight Germany on one side and 
Russia on the other. The wonder is that 
so many of them managed to reach the 
Rumanian border. 

Why Stalin ordered the invasion is 
guesswork, beyond the obvious immediate 
results.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19—Charlies 
M. Schwab, 77, who controlled 
billions of dollars in the steel in- 
dustry and made available hun- 
dreds of ships for the United 
States government during the first 
Great War, died Monday night at 
his Park Avenue apartment. 

Tl! and lonely since the death of 
his wife in January the once 
“strong man of steel” gradually de- 


| clined in health. During the last two 


days he had been unconscious 

Schwab returned from Europe on 
Aug. 31—in his time he had crossed 
the Atlantic almost 170 times—and 
complained that he had been ill of a 
serious heart ailment in London. His 
doctor said it appeared he would 
recover until a week ago. 

Besides a brother, Schwab is sur- 
vived by two sisters, Mrs. David 
Barry and Sister Cecilia, the latter 
being a nun in the Carmelite mon- 
astery, Loretto Pa, which Schwab 
built 

Schwab had been president of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, Limited,
